Nearly two months after the 
offer was made by ‘President Too- 
ver, a committee of experts in Lon- 
don has agreed upon detailed men- 
sures for giving effect to the war 
debt. moratorium, The news will 
cause little excitement. The de- 
lay, largely -to the account of 
France, has irreparably destroyed 
the psychological value of the mora. 
torium, though itis not altogether 
fair to‘blame France too strongly; 
When the treaty. of Frankfurt cle 
ed the Franco-Prussian War si 
years ago, France found — herself 
ordered to pay victorious Prussin 
five billion franes—one billion on 
the xpot and the rest withn three 
years.’ The collection of that in- 
demnity—then considered one of 
unheard-of size-—is recalled by the 
negotintions over the collection of 
World War reparations from Ger- 
miny. France paid up promptly 
after the Franco-Prussian War and 
the matter was ended, *Why can- 
not, Germany-do likewise now when 
conditions are reversed? A brief 
ratudy of the contrast belween the 
two positions oo makes — matters 
clearer. The cnses are not quite 
parallel, First of all, the Franco. 
Prussian’ War was comparatively 
brief. For the bulk of the popula- 
tion it meant nothing like the ‘ex- 
tended hardships that were caused 
by the World War, Industries were 
nol exhausted, national currencies 
were not Inflated, foreign’ trade 
channels were not cut ‘off. Over- 
whelmingly defeated, France never- 
theless was not erushed. Recupera- 
tion was fairly swift and easy, The 
entire indemnity was paid on sche- 
dule, French finance remained un- 
shaken and French: prosperity re- 
vived- To-day things are different. 
The World War Icft Germany pro- 
strate. Not once since the war has 
Germany been able to pay repara- 
tions out of a national. surplus. 
Tnvarlably It has had,to borrow the: 
money. It is this extended borrow- 
ing, coupled with the prolonged in- 
dustrial depression, that has caused 
the present crisis, Nevertheless 
the indemnity of the 1870's 4 
worth -remembering.. The French 
have never forgotton it; and It ia 
that fact which makea them unwil- 
ling to grant conccasions to Gor- 
many now.. Tho attitude may be 
blind and somewhat stupSd,. but j 
fa nt least understandable, ~~...

HIDDEN RUSSIAN GOLD 


Paris, July 6, 

Another legal action is being. 
brought here ugginat the Soviets, 
this time in comexion with some 
hidden treasure. : 

The plaintiffs are two naturalised 
Polish subjects, originally Russiana, 
who offered to show the Soviets 
the whereabouts of a considerable 
trenstre—biried-hytleeing Whi 
army, near: Kazan, -The—money, 
amounting to £3,600,000 in * gold, 
was taken from the State Bank by 
the Whites during the fighting of 
1917, As the army was in retreat 
it was decided to hide the: treasuro 
to prevent it being taken by the 
Reds. 

For many years the Soviet 
authorities tried in vain.to discover 
the trenaure. Finally in. 1928 they 
got in touch with some men living 
in Parla, formerly members ofthe 
White Army, who offered to reveal 
the position. 

After long negotiations an agree- 
ment was come to under which rea- 
sonable reward ns well as safe paa- 
Ange was promised to the Whites. 
The party set out.from Moscow in 
September 1929, cxcorted by a 
&trong guard of Chekiats. 

Aas soon as the party arrived at 
Kazan, however, and the search for 
the gold had begun the White
